REBELS TRIUMPHING 
ALL OVER REPUBLIC | 


Huerta Lacks Money and Has 
Few Troops— His Early 
Downfall Is Predicted by 


the Newspapers of Mexico. 


Mexico City, April 17.—Undisguisea 
pessimism is manifested In the capital 
as to the future of the Huerta govern- 
ment. In neither official nor unofficial 
circles are the statements of General 
Obregon, commander of the Sonora in- 
surgents and Venustiano Carranza, ex- 
governor of Coahuila, of the probable 
overthrow of Huerta longer derided. 

Without exception, the newspapers 
aver that the only hope of salvatio,: 
lies in the flotation of a loan. Prac- 
tically all of them admit that non- 
recognition of the present administra- 
tion makes this very doubtful. 

The banks continue to reflect the 
government's financial difficulties, and 
refuse to sell exchange except at ex- 
orbitant rates, while merchants are 
raising their prices to balance the dir- 
ference between Mexican and foreign 
currency. There is no fixed rate of 
exchange. . The bankers are buyers aa 
low as 230, while demanding from 
heavier purchasers as high as 250. 

Two Capitals Isolated. 

That the rebels in the north are ran 
idly extending their lines is indicated by 
the isolation today of Monterey an: 
Saltillo, the capitals, respectively, of 
Neuvo Leon and Coahuila, by the cut- 
ting of the railroad at Linares, be- 
tween Monterey and Tampico, and the 
main line of the National railroad be- 
tween San Luis Potosi and Saltillo. 
Linares is reported to be occupied by 
the rebels. 

The suspension of railway traffic has 
deflected the passenger business for 
abroad to Vera Cruz and Tampico, 
chiefly to the former. The Mexican 
railway is running trains in two se?- 
tions to accommodate traffic. 

Outgoing steamers are crowded. 
Some of the wealthy travelers. conteat 
themselves with quarters on the floor 
of smoking rooms, while others are 
accommodated in the second cabin, al- 
though paying first-class passage. 
Many foreigners are leaving the coun- 
try in fear that anarchy will follow 
the revolution. 

The government is using every ef- 
fort to resist the advance of the rebels, 
but the extraordinarily rapid growth 
of the rebellion has brought the cen- 
tral government face to face with the 
most serious situation which it has 
been called upon to meet in many 
years 

No Troops to Oppose Rebels, 

It has not been found possible to 
dispatch any great number of troops 
to the northwest. Chihuahua is inade- 
quately defended, Coahuila, except in 
the extreme south, has practically been 
abandoned. The state of Nuevo Leon 
is; protecte] only at the cities along 
the railroad and there are none too 
many troops in Tamaulipas. 

The rebels at practically in control 
of the northern frontier. Carranza and 
other insurgent leaders are demon- 
strating that they are working in com- 
plete accord. Columns are moving 
eastward and westward from Car- 
ranza’s command to effect junctions.

French Military Airship, Zo- 
diac, Collapses 650 Feet in 
Air—Collapse Was Caused 


by a Tear in the Cover. 


Noisy le Grand, France, April 17.— 
One of the most terrible accidents 
to a spherical balloon itn many years 
occurred here this afternoon. The 
military balloon Zodiac collapsed at a 
height of about 650 feet and fell to 
the ground with its five occupants, all 
of whom were killed. 

The Zodiac, which had a capacity 
of 1,600 cubic meters, was inflated with 
ordinary gas and left the Aero club 
park at St. Cloud, with the military 
aeronauts, Captains Clavenad and 
Wenoue, Lieuténant deVaisselot and 
Artilleryman Rechy, and _ the civilian 
pllot, Aumont Thieville, aboard. 


Propelled by a strong wind the bai- | 


loon passed rapidly over Paris and ar- 
rived at Noisy le Grand. Observers 
suddenly saw it shrivel up and fall. 
Laborers working in the fields rushed 
to the assistance of the aeronauts, but 
had difficulty tn extricating them from 
the vast mass of silk. 

Three of the men-——Clavenad, Rechy 
and Thieville—were killed outright. 
Denoue and DeValtisselot were still 
breathing. They were placed in an 
automobile which happened to be pass- 
ing and rushed to the military hospital 
at Vincennes. Denote died on the wav 
and DeVaisselot died at the hospital. 

The exact cause of the accident is a 
mystery. The collapse was due to a 
tear in the cover, which apparently

Despite Encouraging Reports, 


|..Relapse Is Feared—Pope 


Is Inclined to Disobey Or- 
ders of Physicians. 


Rome, April 17.—Medical skill and 
strong vitality have combined to bring 
about a more hopeful change in the 
condition of Pope Pius. Official bulle- 
tins issued today relieved present anx- 
lety, but there are some who are skep- 
tical and fear a third relapse, owing 
to the general weakness of the pontiff 
and because he is inclined to disobey 
physicians’ orders. The bulletin issued 
at 8 o'clock tonight was of reassuring 
character. It read: 

“His holiness passed a good day 
without fever. This evening his tem- 
perature is 98 degrees. The improve- 
ment in the bronchial symptoms con- 
tinues.” 

Early today the pope declared that 
he felt better than at any time since 
his first relapse. The sun pouring into 
the chamber impelled him to leave his 
bed, which he did without assistance. 

As is his custom on such occasions, 
the pope ordered his attendants out of 
the room, and they reluctantly obeyed. 
but watched unobserved through the 
half-open door, fearing an accident. 

Cardinal Merry del Val, the papal 
secretary of state, visited the pope this

“MURDER IN MY HEART,” 
ONLY REASON HE GIVES 


One of His Victims Was a 
Woman Whom He Killed 
in Cemetery—He Feared 
She Would Squeal. 


Boston, April 17.—‘“I killed Mildred 
Donovan. That was only one of many 
murders that I committed. That is all 
I have to say. What do you think of 
that?” 

This confession was uttered from 
the dock in the superior criminal court 
today by William B. Jennings, known 
in the prize ring as “Young Kid Car- 
ter,” just after he had been found 
Sullty of killing Willlam H. Mac- 
Pherson, a bartender, on New Year's 
dayy and had been sentenced to impris- 
onment for life. 

Boasts of Murderous Success. 

In boasting of the success which he 
had experienced in evading punish- 
ment for his deeds, the prisoner said: 

“It Was as late as 1910 that I beat 
the cops at their own game in Jack--- 
son, Mich. My pal, Bert Smith, was 
found guilty of murder in the second 
degree, but I got out of it. Leave it 
to me. I was mixed up in lots of 
other murders, but they were in the 
western part of the country, where 
they have no electric chair, and I can 
sufely say that no man was hanged 
for any of the crimes I committed. 

“I place the blame for all my trou- 
bles with the police. When 1] was a 
little kid they locked me up without

Why He Killed Woman. 

Of Mrs. Mildred Donovan, of Revere, 
who met her death New Year’s eve, 
Jennings said he invited her for a walk 
and near a cemetery strangled her. Her 
body was found the next day. 

“I killed her because 7] was afraid 
she would squeal about some of my 
crimes,” Jennings declared. 

MacPherson was shot by Jennings 
during a barroom brawl. This hap- 
pened on New Year's afternoon. Mac- 
Pherseon said just before he died that 
he knew of no reason fer the shoot- 
ing. Jenning?’hitmself gavé no reu- 
son for the killing, merely saying: “I 
just had murdér in my heart.” 

The prisoner's declaration in the 
courtroom was not made until sentence 
had been prcenounced. Just as the judge 
Was about to order court dismissed, 
Jennings rose in the dock and proceed-, 
ed calmly with his confession. Fj 

In the detention room later Jenning#, 
talked to reporters. 

Choked Her for Eighteen Minutes. 

“Tt killed Mildred Donovan,” he said. 
“I confess this to save innocent par- 
ties. She died easy. I choked her for 
eighteen minutes, pressing both my 
thumbs into her mouth. Mildred diced 
at exactly 7:55 o'clock. I know that, 
because the bells in the town clock on 
the square struck 8 o’clock five min- 
utes after she stopped squirming. 

“After her death I was getting ready 
to make my getaway. See this rain- 
coat? I bought it the next morning 
for a disguise. See this blood, here. 
and here, and here? I had this coat 
on when I shot MacPherson. That is 
MacPherson's blood. I was just about 
ready’ to get out of town when I shot» 
him. But there was murder in my 
heart.” 

Doesn't Fear the Chair. 

Jennings said he was resigned to 
his fate. “I am willing to take any- 
thing they give me; even the chair. I 
don't fear the chair. I have playéd 
my cards in luck until today. Now 
I've played the last one. I never did 
a day’s work in my life.”

Demand That the Government 
Resort to Arms Cheered at 
Mass Meeting in Tokio.

TOMORROW'S BATTLE. 


Beginning at dawn tomorrow 
stretching to nightfall, a determined battle 
will rage throughout Atlanta. It is the 
spring engagement against dirt and germs. 
On the firing line will be the housekeepers 
of Atlanta, and their assistants, and the 
weapons will be the broom, the rake, the 
mop, disinfectants and the vacuum-cleaner. 
Sunday morning the city should wake up 
with the refreshed and satisfied sensation 
that is the joy of the somewhat frowsy in- 
dividual just fresh from the bath. 

Atlanta is heavily indebted to the City 
Federation of Woman's Clubs, the chamber 
of commerce and the sanitary department 
for these semi-annual and city-wide scrub- 
bings. They comprise a preparation for 
the summer, the value and importance of 
which can hardly be overestimated. The 
average Atlanta housewife is, under ordi- 
mary circumstances even, a personal expo- 
nent of the “spotless town” creed. But 
here and there is slackness and occasion- 
ally a lack of co-operation which militates 
the welfare of the city as a whole. 

It is this condition that the twice-a-year 
crusades are intended to meet, as well as 
the generating of an impulse toward clean- 
liness, the effects of which are visible for 
months afterward. To promote efficiency, 
the aid of school children has been en- 
listed. Into their hands are placed pledge- 
cards, signing which the householder binds 
herself to clean her premises scrupulously 
next Saturday. The white and negro 
schools securing, in proportion to attend- 
ance, the greatest number of signatures to 
pledge-cards each receives a prize of $50 
offered by the chamber of commerce 
through the City Federation of Women's 
Clubs. 

A valuable feature of these campaigns 
is that they have the earnest and energetic 
co-operation of the sanitary department. It 
is, of course, to the interests of the offi- 
cials of that branch of the city government 
to promote activities of this nature. The 
housekeeper who is convinced of the worth 
of clean premises and drilled into the habit 
of subjugating dirt and germs, is a first 
aid to the perfect sanitation of Atlanta. 

Every woman who enters energetically 
into the cleaning movement tomorrow will 
have the satisfaction of knowing that she 
not only is helping to make the city whole- 
some to look upon, but also that she is 
contributing her share toward transform- 
ing it into a healthier abiding place for 
her loved ones and those of every other

| New News of Yesterday 


Three Generations of Distinguished 
Baltimore Engineers. 


a wail of

The late C. S. Maltby, who made a fortune 
of several millions by developing enormously 
the oyster-shipping business at Baltimore, 
gaining what was said to be the largest 
fortune ever accumulated in that vocation, 
Spent the last years of his life in a beauti- 
ful home which he built in the city of New 
Haven, not far from what now is the Yale 
Stadium grounds. Mr. Maltby was a modest 
man of somewhat retiring disposition, but 
occasionally when he was in the company 
of men who were congenial to him he would 
narrate very interesting reminiscences of the 
manner in which this great industry was 
created and developed, both at Baltimore 
and at Fair Haven, Conn. In fact, it was 
at Fair Haven that Mr. Maltby began this 
business, and it was his experience there 
that made it possible to develop upon a 
very large scale the oyster-packing industry 
of Baltimore. 

He used occasionally to speak with en- 
thusiasm and wonder of the achievements 
of the Latrobe family, of Baltimore, for he 
had personal acquaintance with the great 

| engineer of that name, 
* \°@# Benjamin Henry La- 
‘ es NU trobe. 

“IT have learned,” 
Mr. Maltby used to say, 
“that when there is any 
great and difficult 
thing to be accom- 
plished in the United 
States there always ap- 
pears just the right 
man to undertake the 
work, no matter if it 
be entirely original. 


“That was peculiarly 
true of the Latrobe 
family. To that family 
I owe in no small meas- 
the success I have 
gained in my business. 
There were three La- 
trobes. The original one, Benjamin Henry, 
had much to do with the rebuilding of the 
capitol at Washington after it had been 
destroyed by the British army. He was also 
the engineer who showed the capitalists of 
his time how to build a canal by which the 
James river in Virginia became navigable, 
and how to build the Chesapeake and Dela- 
ware canal. 

“His son, Benjamin H. Latrobe, with 
whom I was well acquainted, once told me 
that when he was a young man he expected 
to be a lawyer, and, in fact, studied with 
one of the Baltimore lawyers. He soon re- 
alized, however, that he had inherited some 
of his father’s abilities as an engineer; so 
he shut his law books, studied engineering 
and was right on the spot when the citizens 
of Baltimore, under the leadership of Alex- 
ander Brown, decided to build the railroad 
from Baltimore westward. 

“I often heard when I was living in Bal- 
timore that the city decided to build this 
railroad so as to be able to meet the com- 
petition which the newly-opemed Erie canal 
would make possible for New "York. Here, 
then, was a great original proposition. What 
Baltimore wanted was a railroad 
Maryland cand northwest Virginia to a point 
on the Ohio river. Well, Benjamin H. 
Latrobe, the son, actually surveyed the pro- 
posed line from Baltimore to Washington 
and afterward as far west as Harper's Ferry. 
This was practically original work, and in 
doing it Latrobe showed that when the 
United States began to build railroads it 
found men competent to do that work, al- 
though it was to them an entirely new 
work. 

“Afterward, when it was proposed to take 
the Baltimore and Ohio railroad over the 
Allegheny mountains, the capitalists were 
very timid. They thought that even if the 
road could be built over the mountains it 
would cost so much that the investment 
would prove a dead loss. 

“But when they turned to 3enjamin 
Latrobe for advice he told them that he 
would find a way to take the Baltimore and 
Ohio railroad over the mountains so that 
Baltimore and Wheeling on the Ohio river, 
where a great deal of the Ohio river steam- 
boating is concentrated, could be brought 
into communication by rail. 

“He did work out some stupendous en- 
gineering propositions, and it was mostly 
original work with him, although the Erie 
railroad to New York had met and con- 
quered some difficult surveying operations 
about that time. 

“I believe it was 
courage of the city of Baltimore and the 
capitalists there and to Benjamin Latrobe 
that the prestige and influence of Baltimore 
as a great commercial mart were main- 
tained.

The World’s Mysteries 


WAS CORNWALLIS AT 
THE SURRENDER? 


It seems strange that American history 
has been perverted in so many instances. 
There are dozens of cases to be found in 
which the writers of our records have 
shown a woeful ignorance or carelessness 
in trying to find out the true facts. It 
would seem that the main stories have sim- 
ply been compiled by one writer from the 
other without any attempt to verify facts. 
Modern historians have taken much more 
precaution, but it will be many years be- 
fore the chronicle of our early Mfe and 
achievements will have been authentically 
given. 

It is only in recent years that the Ameri- 
can boy has come to learn that the story 
he has read in his history and that which 
has been related to him by his father re- 
garding the surrender of Lord Cornwallis 
to General Washington and Burgoyne, at 
Yorktown, were false. The father himself 
had been taught the story and had it im- 
pressed upon his memory by the striking 
pictures printed in books and for framing 
showing this climax to our great struggle 
for liberty, 

These historical paintings completely 
misrepresent the scene of the surrender. The 
following extracts, translated from the let- 
ters of the Abbe Robin, a chaplain with 
the French troops serving in the American 
revolution under the Count de Rochambeau, 
furnish an interesting record of the actual 
occurrences trom one who was an eye-wit- 
but, by reason of his priestly charac- 
ter, a non-combatant: 

“On the 17th of October, 1781, at 10 
o’clock in the morning, he (Cornwallis) sent 
an envoy to ask a suspension of arms for 
twenty-four hours.

Another 
came to propose capitulation. 
lowed two hours. Finally the suspension 
was prolonged. Cornwallis asked what 
terms of capitulation would be accorded to 
him. ‘The same as those at Charleston,’ 
was the sententious reply of Washington. 

“In reminding the English of the victory, 
he warned them to give better treatment 
to Americans in the future. The Viscount 
de Noailles and Colonel Lawrence, an Ameri- 
can officer, performed the office of commis- 
sioners. One of the first things the Eng- 
lish envoys asked of them was the names 
of their chiefs of engineering and artillery. 
They declared that it was not possible to 
display greater science and ability. 

“The capitulation was signed at midday 
of the eighteenth, and Lord Cornwallis and 
his army surrendered as prisoners of war. 
On the nineteenth, at 4 o'clock the English 
and Hessians defiled with flags encased and 
drums beating between the French and the 
American armies which had at their head 
General Washington and Count de Rocham- 
beau. Lord Cornwallis made a pretext of 
Sickness in order to avoid appearing. It 
was said that he was a victim of despair. 

“The English officers saluted every 
French officer, even the lowest, something 
they did not do to the Americans, even of 
the highest rank. The hatred between the 
two nations was manifested in many ways. 


“By article 4 of the terms of capitula- 
tion it was provided that officers should 
retain their swords, but it was stipulated 
by Colonel Lawrence, who conducted the 
negotiations, that the sword of Lord Corn- 
wallis should be received in token of sur- 
render by the American, General Lincoln. 
This selection was made, no doubt, as an 
act of poetic justice and also as a bit of 
sarcasm in remembrance of the fact that 
seventeen months before General Lincoln 
had been compelled to surrender his sword 
at Charleston. It would, moreover, have 
been contrary to military etiquette for the 
commander-in-chief of the American army 
to have received the sword of Cornwallis 
from a subordinate officer, Cornwallis re- 
fusing to appear at the surrender.” 

It will be seen, therefore, from the ac- 
count of the Abbe Robin that the pictures 
in school books showing Lord Cornwallis 
standing bareheaded and with a dejected 
countenance, handing his sword to Wash- 
ington, with the American troops in full 
Continental uniform, standing at dress pa- 
rade, while the British soldiers “grounded 
arms” before them, are without historic

Commission Government for States, 

The success of commission government 
in the two hundred cities which have adopted 
this method of centering power as well as 
responsibility, has led to the suggestion that 
it be substituted for existing state govern- 
ments, 

Governor George H. Hodges, of Kansas, 
the state which originates a good many re- 
form ideas, has made this suggestion on the 
of the adjournment of the legislature. 
He was led to do so by his experience of 
eight years in the state senate, and the 
Visible benefits of the new system in Kansas 
City. 

For the thirteen years prior to the adop- 
tion of commission government in Kansas 
City, disbursements under the old ward 
plan were $1,383,469 more than the receipts 
from taxation. Now the city is run on a 
cash basis and its assets exceed its total 
liavilities by $3,000,000. 

The moral effect of the improvement 
was not lost on Governor Hodge. The bene- 
fits of doing things in the open where the 
people can Know who is responsible for 
extravagance in administration and ineffi- 
clency, makes him believe @ commigsion of 
eight or sixteen men could run the state 
government of Kansas better than its gen-

eral assembly. 

ln his message he Says: 
that the instrumentalities 
provided for in our state constitution have 
becume antiquated and inefficient. Our syg- 
tem is fashioned after the English parlia- 
ment with its two houses based upon the 
distinction between the nobility and the 
comr.on people, each house representing the 
divers interests of these classes. No such 
reason existS in this state for a dua] legis- 
lative system, and even in England, at the 
present time, the dual system has been prac- 
tically abandoned and the upper house shorn 
of its importance; and I believe that we 
should now concern ourselves in devising a 
system for legislating that will give us 
more efficiency and quicker response to the 
demands of our economic and socta] condi- 
tions and to the will of the people.”

An amateur is a man who does something 
for the love of it instead of the money he 
can make. 

As soon aS a man accepts money for play- 
ing a game of any sort, or plays with a man 
who has accepted money, or tips his hat to 
the female relatives of a man who has played 
a game for money, he becomes a professional, 
and is regarded with horror by all pure 
amateurs. 

An amateur must not take anything but 
gold and silver and copper mugs, jugs, lov- 
ing cups and other bric-a-brac as prizes. 
When an amateur becomes a champion, he 
has to hire a woodshed to keep his trophies 
in and he spends his life running races or 
playing games for the benefit of the pro- 
moters of manly sport who sell the sporting 
goods and pocket the gate receipts. 

In America a man cannot be an amateur 
football player if he has ever accepted money 
for playing baseball or hopscotch or mumble- 
peg. In England the rules are still more 
Strict. No man can be an amateur in Eng- 
land who has ever made money at anything. 
If an Englishman should so demean himself 
as to earn his living, instead of making 
someone else do it for him, he would not be 
an amateur, and would contaminate an ath- 
lectic meeting with his presence. 

Some people think America ought to be 
as strict as England and should not allow 
vulgar wage earners to compete with the sort 
of amateurs who drive to the games in their 
own automobiles. However, this should be 
done by dividing athletes into three classes 
—professional, amateurs and snobs. | 

Nowadays in America there is so much 
business of all kinds that a man can make 
a good and honest living playing billiards, 
soccer, baseball, automobile polo, ten pins, 
golf or whist.

Richmond, Va., April 17.—The  va- 
rious committees and sections of con- 
ference for education in the south, sin 
Session here, made farms and farm life 
the chief topics of discussion today, 
the general meeting tonight, In which 
all of the grovps took part, being de- 
voted to farm demonstration work.

Wilson’s plan of consulting repub- 
lican senators, as well as their demo- 
cratic colleagues, about prospective 
appointments among their constituents 
does not meet with the approval of 
the republicans. 

Senator Bradley told the president 
today that while he had no personal 
objection to the men the president had 
discussed with him, he wanted to make 
it clear that he accepted no political 
responsibility for the appointments. 
The president was reported to have 
told Senator Bradley that his purpose 
in summoning repu'g'can senators was 
not to obtain their political approval, 
but to learn whether there was any- 
thing in the personal character of the 
appointees to which the people of the 
state might object. 

Seven republicans were consulted to- 
day about appointments—Warren and 
Clark, of Wyoming; Penrose and 
Oliver, of Pennsylvania; Cummins and 
Kenyon, of Iowa, and Bradley, of Ken- 
tucky.

SUMMERY WEATHER | 
ON PROGRAM TODAY: 
MERCURY GOING UP 


With affairs boiling hot in the 
weather bureau at Washington the 
local station is dealing out weather 
that. is itself tinged with something 
more than the climate of the temperate 
zones. The highest temperature on 
Thursday was 75 degrees at 3 o'clock 
in the afternoon, and before sunset 
today the mercury is due to climb to 
80 degrees.

learned, 


REGIONAL RESERVE PLAN 
FOR CURRENCY REFORM 


Washington, April 17.—A currency 
bill embodying a regional reserve plan 
not only is expected to be presented 
during the present session of congress, 
but action may be taken wpon it be- 
fore adjournment. 

This was the prediction today of 
Senator Owen, chairman of the senate 
banking and currency committee, who 
was a white house caller. A measure 
is working out to be known as the 
Owen-Glass bill, which, before being 
introduced in the house by Represent- 
ative Glass, of Virginia, ranking mem- 
ber of the ‘house currency committee, 
and in the senate by Senator Owen, ‘is 
expected to have the approval of Pres- 
ident Wilson, Secretary McAdoo and 
prominent authorities on currency 
questions. 

It Is contemplated to .divide the 
country into twelve or fiftten regional 
co-ordinate units. Each unit would 
have a reserve association, and over 
all the units there would be a super- 
vising board of central control but 
not a central reserve association. On 
the control board of authority, the 
government, as well as the various 
units, would be represented. 


HENRY AIMS BLOW 
AT “RULE OF REASON” 


Washington, April 17.—-Chairman 
Henry, of the rules committee. intro- 
duced a bill today to amend the Sher- 
man anti-trust law to define wrecisely 
what acts constitute a trust, monopoly 
or conspiracy in restraint of trade, 
with punishment as felonies ranging 
from two to ten years. 

The act would exempt from its ap- 
plication “members of organizations or 
associations not for profit and without 
capital, or agricultural products or 
live stock in the hands of producers or 
raisers.”’ 

Mr. Henry explained today that his 


amendment was aimed at the supreme 
court's rule of reason.

Washington, April 17.—With the an- 
nouncement of his approval of the sen- 
tence of the court which dismissed 
Midshipman James C. Cook, from the 
naval academy, for hazing, Secretary 
Daniels sent a letter to every mid- 
shipman at Annapolis, warning him 
that hereafter no lentency would be 
shown hazers, who, in addition to be- 
ing dismissed, would receive the addi- 
tional penalty of imprisonment as pro- 
vided by law. 

“The sentence of confinement would 
be justified in Cook’s case,” said Sec- 
retary Daniels, “but as I have not had 
an opportunity to issue a warning be- 
fore, I have let the sentence stand at 
dismissal. Your hazer is essentially a 
bully, and must necessarily have a 
strike of innate cruelty. The United 
States navy has no place for youths 
of this kind. 

“I take the opportunity of saying 
that this senseless and dangerous 
practice will not. be tolerated at an 
educational institution founded and 
supported by the government. Future 
manifestations of such character at 
the naval academy will meet with rig- 
orous action.”

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WERE CHIEF BUYERS 


Lowering of Bank of England’s 
Discount Rate Surprised 
Them. 


New York, April 17.—Attention was 
focused upon improving financial and 
political conditions abroad today by 
the reduction in the Bank of England's 
discount rate to 41-2 per cent from 
® per cent, the figure at which it had 
been maintained since last October. 
Evidences of genuine betterment in 
feeling abroad recently have 


being the steady absorption of securi- 
ties here for foreign account during 


such as the uncertainties of tariff 
legislation, misgivings as to the out- 
look for the money market and the 
still uncompleted process of readjust- 
ment in investment securities, 
necessary by the offering of new 
Sues at high rates, have largely coun- 
teracted the effect of improvement 
abroad, so that this market has moved 
in an uncertain way, with frequent 
periods of depression, while the prin- 
cipal foreign markets have showy re- 
turning confidence. 

The reduction of the Bank of En 
land's rate today, however, was evi- 
dence which could not he ignored. 
was reinforced by the strong weekly 
Statements of the Banks of France 
and Germany, the former's proportion 
of reserves to liabilities having now 
been broyght up nearly to 48 per cent. 
jankers were of the opinion that re- 
duction in the official sale of the Bank 
of Germany and the Bank of France 
was not improbable. 

At home call money was easier. 
Time funds for short dates also were 
easier, long dates being upheld by 
the strength of the market for com- 
mercial paper. Easing off of call 
funds is due largely to the stagna- 
tion of the stock market and should 
spectlation become active, it is the 
opinion of bankers that the effect 
would be registered in an immediate 
tightening of funds. 

The effect of the day’s developments 
Was registered in the stock market bw 
an inquiry from the short interest 
which was sufficient to advance prices 
generally. There was some buying of 
investment stocks, but the chief de- 
mand seemed to come from bear 
traders, whose confidence was shaken 
by lowering of the England bank rate 
and evidence that the short interest 
Was again over-extended.
